However,  beyond  the  smoke¬ 
screen  of  the  BFM  affirmation 
is  the  issue  of  control,  which 
really  bothers  me. 

As  Baptists,  we  do  not  toler¬ 
ate  hierarchy  —  or  do  we?  The 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention 
has  not  adopted  any  edition  of 
the  BFM.  The  reasoning  has 
been  that  this  is  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  national  convention 
to  adopt  such  a  confession. 

State  Baptist  conventions,  asso¬ 
ciations,  and  churches  have 
been  free  to  choose  whether  or 
not  they  will  adopt  the  confes¬ 
sions.  However,  the  move  is  on 
for  state  Baptist  conventions, 
associations,  churches,  and 
individuals  who  work  for  any 
of  the  above  to  adopt  the  BFM 
or  fear  the  consequences. 

It  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of 
where,  how,  and  why  one 
might  disagree  with  the  2000 
BFM.  It  is  a  conviction  that  we  as 
will  not  condense  the  truth  of 
God's  Word  down  to  man's 
interpretation  and  then  insist 
that  everybody  conform  to  it.  If  tiun 
that  happens,  the  document 
becomes  a  creed.

To  be 
forced  to  accept  these  beliefs  as 
their  own  in  the  name  of 
denominational  solidarity  vio¬ 
lates  their  sense  of  freedom. 

When  our  missionaries  are 
living  halfway  around  the 
world,  it  must  be  chilling  to 
have  their  International 
Mission  Board  (IMB)  leaders 
call  their  integrity  and  career 
into  question.  Such  pressures 
will  eventually  lead  to  resigna¬ 
tions  by  those  missionaries 
who  cannot  continue  in  a  com¬ 
promised  identity.  Are  we 
doing  the  right  thing  —  God's 
Will  —  to  sacrifice  these  mis¬ 
sionaries  on  the  altar  of  politi¬ 
cal  conformity?  I  think  not. 
This  is  just  the  action  many 
Southern  Baptists  have  prayed 
would  never  happen.

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  Tasha's  heart  broke  when  she 
heard  the  news.  An  Arab  teenager  living  in  the  Middle  East, 
Tasha  (not  her  real  name)  had  persuaded  many  of  her  class¬ 
mates  to  come  to  a  Christian  summer  camp  in  her  country.  She 
was  excited.  Last  year's  camp  had  changed  her  own  life  forev¬ 
er.  Now  her  friends  who  are  spiritually  searching  would  meet 

f'oung  believers  from  America  and  near  the  good  news  of 
esus,  just  like  she  did.  There  will  be  no  camp  this  year.  It  was 
canceled.  After  sending  up  to  80  Southern  Baptist  teens  each 
summer  for  the  last  several  years,  the  Southern  Baptist 
International  Board  (IMB)  received  only  five  applications  for 
this  summer's  camp.  Some  young  Southern  Baptists  and  many 
of  their  parents  are  anxious  about  threats  overseas  after  Sept. 
11,  particularly  as  strife  spreads  in  the  Middle  East.  Tasna 
understands  their  concern,  out  she  wants  Southern  Baptists  to 
understand  hers.  "After  waiting  so  long  for  the  camp  ...  after 
convincing  most  of  my  classmates  to  participate  and  to  give 
them  a  chance  to  know  Jesus  ...  I  just  neard  there  will  beoio 
camp,"  she  said  in  an  e-mail.  "This  really  breaks  my  heart.... 
Friends,  I  just  want  you  to  know  that  there  is  no  safe  place  in 
this  world."  No  safe  place,  but  many  lonely,  dark  places.  This 
summer,  Tasha's  homeland  will  be  a  little  lonelier,  a  little  dark¬ 
er.  "When  we  are  unable  to  honor  a  commitment  we  make,  we 
disappoint  some,  break  the  hearts  of  others  and  communicate 
io  all  that  American  Christians  will  go  to  other  lands  when  it  is 
convenient,  safe,  and  affordable,"  says  Kelly  Davis,  an  IMB 
youth  mobilizer.  "I  pray  that  this  is  the  last  time  we  will  break 
the  heart  of  a  young  believer  or  of  our  heavenly  Father."

Lotz:  Life  Way  employees  have  divine  opportunity 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP) —  "Employees 
at  LifeWay  Christian  Resources  have  an 
opportunity  ordained  by  God  to  communi¬ 
cate  the  Gospel,"  Anne  Graham  Lotz  said 
during  an  April  5  chapel  service. 

"To  be  effecti\’e.  Life  Wav  employees 
must  have  the  relationship  with  God  they 
describe  in  their  resources,"  said  the 
founder  and  president  of  AnGeL  Ministries. 

Lotz,  the  daughter  of  Billy  and  Ruth 
Graham  and  author  of  several  books, 
including  her  latest,  Heaven:  Mv  Father's 
House,  said  working  at  LifeWav  "isn't  just 
a  career.  This  is  a  divinely  ordained  oppor¬ 
tunity  from  God  for  you  to  get  his  message 
out  to  the  world." 

She  challenged  employees  at  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  entity  in 
Nashv  ille  to  develop  or  deepen 
their  relationship  with  God 
through  Bible  studv  and 
prayer  "in  order  to  fulfill  God's 
message  to  the  world." 

"I  feel  that  God  has  raised 
up  LifeWay  Christian 
Resources  for  such  a  time  as 
this  to  extend  a  hand  and 
pierce  the  darkness  with  the 
light  of  God's  Word  and  bring 
people  in  touch  with  the 
Savior,"  she  said 

"I  want  to  applaud  you  for 
the  ministry  that  takes  place  in 
this  building  and  reaches  all 
around  the  world.  Not  only  do 
you  bring  people  the  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  you 
also  help  people  who  are  saved 
by  giving  them  strength  and 
leading  them  into  the  fullness 
of  the  Christian  life,"  she  said. 

Lotz  said  she  believes  the 
tragic  events  of  Sept.  11  are  a 
dramatic  example  of  a  warning 


does  not  believe  God  caused  the  violence, 
she  observed  that  perhaps  he  allowed  it  to 
get  an  important  message  across  to  the 
church  and  the  world. 

"I  think  for  the  church,  the  message  was 
Wake  up!  It>  time  to  get  serious  about  the 
Gospel,  and  it's  time  to  get  serious  about 
the  lost  world.'" 

God's  message,  she  believes,  is  that  no 
matter  who  you  are,  you  had  better  get 
right  w’ith  him. 

Christians  are  living  in  a  wicked  world, 
Lotz  said,  and  they  have  a  duty  to  tell  God's 
message  of  judgment  and  salvation.  She 
described  a  wicked  world  as  one  where 
there  is  "no  wholesomeness,  no  humble¬ 
ness,  no  niceness,  no  faithfulness,  no  right¬ 
eousness,  and  no  truthfulness  at  all. 


"That's  a  wicked  world,  and  we  can 
dress  it  up  with  all  of  our  material  prosper¬ 
ity,  and  we  can  make  it  look  lovely  and  lux¬ 
urious,  but  it's  still  a  wicked  world." 

Using  Genesis  6,  Lot/  described  Noah's 
experiences  and  applied  them  to  contem¬ 
porary  life,  outlining  the  components  of  a 
wicked  world  and  a  God  who  watches, 
warns,  and  grieves  for  his  creation. 

She  said  she  believes  God  is  warning 
people  todav  through  environmental 
and  natural  disasters,  and  while  LifeWay 
produces  resources  that  give  voice  to 
those  warnings,  she  said,  "sometimes  the 
world  won't  listen  to  preachers  and 
teachers.  They  won't  read  the  books,  and 
they're  not  into  all  these  resources,  so 
God,  in  his  mercy  and  grace,  warns  us 
through  hurricanes  and 
forest  fires  and  floods 
and  earthquakes." 

It  doesn't  matter  if  you 
are  the  president  of  a  com¬ 
pany  or  a  janitor  in  the 
company,  she  said. 

"It  doesn't  matter  if  you 
a  have  a  thick  stock  port¬ 
folio  or  no  savings 
account.  It  doesn't  matter 
if  you  are  young  or  old, 
male  or  female,  white  or 
black,  conservative  or  lib¬ 
eral,  Democrat  or 
Republican,  Protestant  or 
Catholic,"  she  stressed. 

"The  only  thing  that 
matters  is  that  you  are 
right  with  God,"  she  said. 

"You  know,  the  really 
tragic  thing  is  that  the 
world  doesn't  seem  tft
